BERLIN, Feb. 15.—(UP)—An 
acute coal shortage throttled in- 
dustrial activity in Germany to- 
day and even threatened arma- 
ment production.

Many firms and factories were 
operating on a skeleton staff basis 
or not at all.

Ice-locked canals and rivers and 
snow-bound trains made it impos- 
sible to transport coal. New bliz- 
zards, with snowfalls heavier than 
any in Germany for. decades, 
caused delays for hours in. all 
transportation. 

The Reich commissioner for 
coal distribution ordered dealers 
to give preference first to families 
with children under two, next to 
families in which there is an ex- 
pectant mother and then to fami- 
lies with four or more children. 

The German press in the past 
few days admitted the coal short- 
age and widespread grumbling 
about it, but asked the populace 
to be reasonable and understand 
the causes of the scarcity. 

Thousands of private homes in 
Berlin were unheated in tempera- 
tures far below freezing.

H. Grady Moore, Clayton coun-| 
ty commissioner who resigned 
temporarily after he obtained a 
mistrial in Clayton county supe- 
rior court on charges of malprac- 
tice in office, won a round before 
the Georgia supreme court yester- 


fay when that court ruled that an 
act of 1910 creating the Clayton 
county board of roads and reve- 
nues does not prohibit a county 
commissioner from doing business 
with himself, provided he is the 
low bidder. | 

The supreme court ruled that| 
sections of the general law pre-_ 
venting such a practice were re-' 
4pealed: by the 1910 act, and that 
the petition brought by 26 tax- 
payers of Clayton county seeking 
to remove Moore from office 
should have been dismissed on de- 
murrer. | 

Forerunner of Trials. 

This suit was the forerunner of 
trials of Clayton county commis- 
sioner last December. Three found 
guilty on malpractice charges were 
removed from office. A fourth 
resigned without facing trial and 
Commissioner Moore agreed not to 
participate in county business 
pending the appeal of his de- 
murrer. 

When Judge James C, Davis de- 
clared a mistrial in the case of 
Moore, Solicitor Roy Leathers ac- 
cepted Moore’s offer to resign tem- 
porarily pending his appeal rather 
than call a new trial. 

The supreme court quoted this 
portion of the act of 1910 creating 
the Clayton county board of com- 
missioners: 

“The board shall not hire or em- 
ploy or contract with any’ mem- 
ber or anyone related to any 
member for work to be done or 
supplies to be furnished the coun- 
ty, except such work to be do.ie 
or supplies to be furnished shall 
be let at public outcry to the best 
bidder.” 

Opinion of Reid. 

In his opinion Chief 
Charles S. Reid said “we have 
concluded that the special act 
works a pro tanto repeal of the 
general law as to the commission- 
ers of Clayton county and accord- 
ingly they cannot be removed un- 
jer provisions of the 
law.” 

The taxpayers’ suit to remove 
Moore charged he had sold large 
supplies of dyna:nite and caps to 
the county. This charge formed 
one of the counts of a five-count 
indictment. Two other counts 
charged that Horace Moore, said 
to be a cousin of Grady Moore, 
sold road supplies to the county.

Frederick E. Murphy 

The death of Frederick E. Murphy, head 
of the Minneapolis Tribune newspapers and a 
member of the board of directors of the Asso- 
ciated Press, closes a career which has been of 
tremendous value not only to the northwest, 
but to the entire country. 

Mr. Murphy was a pioneer in development 


of his own section of the country and was 


known all over the nation as an enthusiastic 
advocate of diversification in farming. He be- 
gan life as a farm boy and his rise provides a 
typical story of the opportunities that are open 
to American yauth. 

In 1933 President Roosevelt recognized Mr. 
Murphy’s agricultural leadership and knowledge 
by making him America’s delegate to the World 
Wheat conference in Geneva and London. 


Murphy contributed much to the more recent 
improvements in service of that world-wide 
news organization and his own newspapers 
have for many years been recognized as out- 
standing examples of the best in modern 
American journalism. , 

The death of Mr. Murphy is a loss to the 
whole country and his memory will long serve 
as inspiration to thousands both in and out 
of the newspaper profession.

Last year American tourists, traveling in 
15,000,000 automobiles, spent $5,000,000,000 on 
vacations within the United States.

It leaves uneven lumps on the paving 
that are only a little better than the original 
holes when it comes to jolts and jars for the 
motorist. 

It is, of course, impossible to resurface the 
entire city street surface.within a few months, 
Several years would be required for such a job. 
But we can, at least, fill the terrific holes, 
aggravated or caused by the recent snow and 
ice and cold, and so repair our streets that 
they will be a credit-to the city and not too 
hard on the automobiles of the visitors we ex- 
pect to welcome. 

There is nothing which makes so lasting 
an impression upon the average visitor to a 
Strange city as the condition of its streets, 
good or bad.
